Te achers of the city as well as in 
other parts of the county have taken 
considerable interest in the teach­ 
ers’ pension bill which has been in­ 
troduced 
in 
the 
legislature 
and 
which provides for payment of a 
certain sum each year by the teach­ 
ers entering into the plan in order 
that they may he retired at the end 
of thirty-five years. 


The bill as it now 
stands, makes 
the Application of the proposed law 
entirely optional. 
Before it could be 
applied, in case it became a law, it 
Would require a majority vote of tin* 
teachers of any gjpren unit of tax­ 
ing authorities and the state hoard 
of 
education. 
The 
county, 
each 
town of over 5000population and the 
state normal would be units. 


Superintendent 
J. 11. Scholl 
of 
this city i- the sixth district mem­ 
ber of the legislative committee of 
the Indiana State Teachers associa­ 
tion* who is boosting tlie 
proposed 
I»Lw in this district. 
It is explained' 
that the bill, if it should he passed 
in it- pre-cut form, would not bo of 
much benefit to teachers who 
had 
been teaching for several years, hut 
that it would be of immense value to 
those who are now and will in the 
future enter tin* profession. 


As it stands at the present time 
the bill provides for the retirement of 
leaidiers upon a pension of $000 per 
year at tlie expiration of thirty-five 
years’ service as a teacher, principal 
supervisor of any regular or special 
subject, the superintendent of city, 
county or other schools. The teach­ 
er may he retired, according to the 
previsions made by the bill, 
after 
forty yeas* service, at 
$700 
per 
year. 
The pensions would be paid from 
a fund provided by the payment by 
the teachers in annual amounts the 
following sums: For the first fifteen 
years $10 per year: 
for the next 
ten years, $20 per year; 
for 
the 
ten years following. $25 per year, 
and for five years after this $20 per 
year. 
The bill provides that if a 
teacher wishes to withdraw from the 
service at any time, and 
for 
any 
reason, the teacher may draw from 
the fund all the money paid in by 
him or her without interest. 
The state fund would be composed 
of moneys paid in 
this 
way, 
to­ 
gether with the interest 
upon 
tiie 
same. 
There would also be provis­ 
ion made for the 
acceptance 
of 
moneys bequeathed to the fund, as is 
said to have been 
provided 
with 
good results in other states, and in 
cities where such pension laws have 


been enacted. 
In its present form the bill pro­ 
vides that any teacher may obtain 
credit for years taught before the 
passage of the bill by paying into 
the fund the required 
yearly pay­ 
ments in arrear, together with inter­ 
est of 5 per cent, upon 
the 
same 
They will receive credit 
for 
each 
school term or year taught in this 
state and as many as twelve yearp 
taught in other states. 
An opinion expressed here 
this 
morning by a well 
known 
teacher 
was that the benefit received by the 
teacher for such recognition by the 
state would be as much 
social as 
financial. 
This would result in more 
respect from the pupil 
toward 
the 
teacher, said this teacher, with 
a 
resultant benefit to the pupil.

blieans.

First of Stotsenberg Bills Has Not 


Yet Been Seriously Considered 


by Legislature 


IS

is Patterned After 
Section 12

Present State Constitution But 


Clauses Are Inserted

Indianapolis, Feb. 10.—With sen­ 
timent 
seemingly 
crystallizing 
against the 22 Stotsenberg amend­ 
ments, there is one which up to to­ 
day had not been seriously attack­ 
ed.- It is the first one allowing tin1 
general assembly to enact a compul­ 
sory workmen’s compensation law. 
Though the manufacturers undoubt­ 
edly will he against such an amend­ 
ment, they had not yet openly shown 
their hand. 


This asscnibly has the power to 
p a » these amendments one by one. 
i hey 
were 
passed 
en 
masse 
by the 1912 ;i>>embly. 
»Should any 
one pass this session, it will go be­ 
fore the people for a majority vote 
at the next general assembly. 


The first of the proposed amend­ 
ment. embodies the entire Article 1 


o f section 12 of the present consti­ 
tution, but inserts between two sen­ 
tences the compulsory compensation 
clause. 
The proposed 
amendment 
reads as follows: 


“All courts shall be open; 
and 
every man, for injury done to him in 
p rson, property or reputation, shall 
have remedy by due course of law; 
• Here the amendment starts) but the 
General 
Assembly' 
may 
enact 
a 
workman's 
compulsory 
compensa­ 
tion law, for injuries or death occur­ 
ring in hazardous employment. 
In 
enacting such law. the GeneralAs- 
sefnblv” shall have the right to define 
hazardous 
employment, 
(here 
the 
amendment ends). 
Justice shall be 
administered freely and without pur­ 
chase; 
completely, 
and 
without 
denial; speedily and without delay.” 


Labor is understood to be fairly 
a*Hi pleased with the 
amendment. 
I He element that favored a constitu­ 
tional convention and which has de­ 
cided to oppose each and every one 
of these amendments and hold 
out 
for such a convention later, includes

Those say there is some

the right to define the word “haz­ 
ardous” and declare that the as­ 
sembly should have added right to 
include “occupational diseases” in 
the eommensation law.

ory workmen's compensation law. 


Though (.he manufacturers undoubt- 
edly will be against such an amend- 
ment, they had not yet openly shown 
their hand. 


This assembly has the [lower to 


pass these amendments one by one. 
They 
were 
passed 
en 
masse 


by the l!Jl:> a.-sembly. 
Should any 


one pass this se.-Mon. it will go be- 
fore the people for a majority vote 
at the next general assembly. 


The first ot the proposed amend- 


ment, embodies the entire Article 1 
of section 1'J of the present consti- 
tution, but inserts between two sen- 
tences the compulsory compensation 
clause. 
The proposed 
amendment 


reads as follow.s: 


"All 
courts shall be open: 
and 


every man. J'or injury done to him in 
person, property or reputation, shall 
have remedy by due course of law: 
(here the amendment starts) but the 
General 
Assembly 
may 
enact 
a. 


workman's 
eoinp-.iNory compensa- 


tion law, for injuries or death occur- 
ring in hax.ardous employment, 
lu 


enacting such law. the GencralAs- 
seinlily'.shall have tile right to define 
haxardous 
employment,

amendment ends). Justice shall be 
administered freely and without pur- 
chase: 
completely, and 
without 


denial: speedily and without delay."
